The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. In view of the applicant's amendments and after further consideration of the 
invention, the claims as presented avoid the prior art of record. The prior art does not 
disclose a stationary exercise device comprising a frame having a vertical support 
member, a seat post disposed in the support member such that the seat can move up 
and down, a seat secured to the seat post and a seat adjustment mechanism that 
includes a rack, secured to the seat post, the rack having teeth each with a substantially 
horizontal surface, a latch mechanism, also secured to the seat post, having a latch 
member adapted to engage the horizontal surface of the rack teeth, and a release 
handle adapted to move the latch member from engagement with the horizontal surface 
of the teeth to allow the seat to be lowered wherein the teeth are configured to permit 
the seat to be raised without operating the release handle.
